The millage, which will first be 
collected on the 2009 winter tax bills, will

Grayling was acquitted of 
alleged assault charges filed 
by an elderly woman who 
gathered petitions to pre- 
vent the Grayling Senior 
Center's proposed move to 
former Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. 

Rev. Robert Nalley was 
found not guilty for charges 
of assault and assault in 
battery after a daylong jury 
trial held in Crawford 
District Court on Friday. A 
jury of five women and one 
man deliberated for an hour 
before rendering their deci- 


.sion. 


The alleged charges stem 
from an incident, which 


took place in the St. Mary's. 


Family Center on April 8, 
2009. Vivian Powers, 84, a 
senior citizen among a 
group of people that circu- 
lated petitions to get a ref- 
erendum vote on the ballot 
regarding moving the 
Grayling Senior Center to 
the fish hatchery building, 
was in the church. Powers 
was there to pick up food 
commodities distributed by 
the Northeast 
Community Service 
Agency (NEMSCA). After 


receiving her commodities, - 


Powers said Walt Galvani, a 
St. Mary's parishioner and 
church volunteer, said she 
could collect signatures for 
the petitions if it was OK'd 
by the NEMSCA employ- 
ees, 

“He said it was all right 
with me if it was all right 


with the girls,” Powers tes- 
tified. 
Later, Barb  Selesky,

another senior citizen who 
has been a member of St. 
Mary's Parish for 65 years, 
came to get her commodi- 
ties. 

Selesky told Powers that 
conducting political related 


business on St. Mary's 
property was against 
church policy. 


Selesky and Powers both 
testified that they have been 
on opposite sides of various 
community and senior citi- 
zen issues in the past. 

Selesky, a former nun, 
informed Yvonne 
Schreiber, the St. Mary's 
parish secretary, of the vio- 
lation of church policy. In 
turn, Schreiber contacted 
Nalley in the St. Mary's 
Rectory office’ and 
informed him of what was 
taking place with the peti- 
tions in the church. 

When Schreiber asked 


Powers to leave the church, 


she replied; “Oh, Barb got 
to you. No Doubt.” 


As she was getting ready 
to leave, Nalley came in the - 


church family center from 
an entrance on the other 
side of the building. 

Powers claimed that 
Nalley grabbed her by the 
left upper arm, and grabbed 
petitions from a clipboard 
she was carrying. 

“He was yelling and 
screaming at me that this 
was illegal,” Powers testi- 
fied. 

Nalley acknowledged 
that he only became angry 
when Powers told him that 
St. Mary's was a public 
place and she was allowed 
to collect signatures for the 
petition there. 

Nalley said he reached 
across the table, pressed the

clip holding the petitions — 


and removed the paperwork 
with his other hand. 

“I was taking the means 
to her end because she did 
not choose to leave,” Nalley 
said, 

Nailey, a lawyer himself 
who interprets church law 
and issues regarding parish- 
ioners, said he feared an 
opposing party for the peti- 
tions may come after the 
church.

Taken as a whole, her responses 
to the 10 questions echo some of 
her campaign speeches familiar to 
Michiganians who have followed 
her home state career, including 
two campaigns for governor. 

She is upbeat about Michigan’s 
eventual recovery from the double 
whammy of a national economic 
crisis and steeply declining 
Michigan manufacturing base. She 
endorses the importance of retrain- 
ing idled workers, the value in job 
creation of Michigan workers with 
existing skills, and Michigan’s 
incipient role in producing green 
energy. 

She defended tax credits in spe-, 
cific areas, but noted: “You can’t 
give tax credits to everybody, 
because somebody’s got to pay for 
them,” which is a comment I’m 
not sure some of her home state 
critics would recognize as part of 


her political belief system. 
* io # 


ASKED WHAT’S on her iPod, 
the governor said “everything from 
Andrea Bocelli to Aretha Franklin 
to Bruce Springsteen to Black 
Eyed Peas.” 

Interestingly five of the 10. ques- 
tions came from Michigan resi- 
dents, including what she plans to 
do after her final term ends next 
year: 

“T really don’t know, but I can 
tell you I will have had a lot of 
experience in leading during a 
time of sustained crisis,” she said. 
“The biggest lesson is that you 
have to play offense. You can’t just 
hunker down. You have to continue 
to lead and push forward despite 
all the challenges, and you have to 
have a skin as thick as a rhinocer- 
0s’s.” 

Question No. 10 came from 
Germany: “If they changed the 
Constitution, would you run for 
President?” 


Gov. Granholm replied: “No. 
And it ain’t gonna happen.”

REGARDLESS OF how 


Michiganians may feel about her 
job performance during eight 
years as governor — good or bad — 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm generally 
has projected a favorable public 
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image whenever she has appeared 


.on the national stage. 


And why not? She’s articulate, 
bright, knowledgeable in many 
areas, personally attractive, good 


family person with no apparent . 


personal drawbacks, and a good 
interview who doesn’t mumble 
and stumble. 

The feeling may not be the same 
with everyone — rigid partisanship 
being what it has become these 
days — but I always have a positive 
feeling of home state pride when- 
ever one of Michigan’s leaders, 
regardless of party, is featured ina 
positive way on the national stage. 

Jennifer Granholm is a good 
representative of Michigan, but 
still has a way to go. She hasn’t yet 
made the cover of Time; both Gov. 
Williams and Gov. Romney did.

SCHOOL FUNDS —- The fin- 
ished product has not yet been pro- 
duced as of this writing, but it 
looks like Michigan public schools 
are being seriously shortchanged 
in the new state budget. 


Most members of the legisla- 


ture, plus a very consistent and 
vocal Gov. Granholm, have pushed 
the position that education is vital, 
our future is our kids, we must 


reach students early and consis- 
tently to prepare them for the 
changing real world, we must not 


‘shortchange the vital asset of our 


children’s minds, schools must do 
a better job in nurturing young 
minds, etc., etc., etc. 

Yet public dollars: for schools 
have been cut, and cut again. Even 
Gov. Granholm, perhaps the loud- 
est champion of the importance of 
early education for our state’s 
future, sliced state aid to local 
schools not once but twice in 
recent weeks. 

I shiver to think how K-12 edu- 
cation would fare in Michigan if 
the decision makers in Lansing 
didn’t profess such love for our 
schools and our kids so much. 

What hypocrisy. To borrow a 
couple of phrases from the street 
vernacular: 

Why don’t they put our money 
where their mouth is? 

Our political leaders should 
either start walking the walk, or 
stop talking the talk.

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Secretary of State 
now offers enhanced 
driver’s licenses 


The popular  driver’s 
license and state ID now are 
available at the Grayling 
Secretary of State branch 
office. 

“Thousands of Michigan 
residents who travel to 
Canada for work or enjoy- 
ment have made the 
enhanced license a fast sell- 
er,” said Secretary of State 
Terri Lynn Land. “Because 
of this customer demand, 
we've made applying for this 
simple way to cross the bor- 
der even more convenient.” 

Enhanced licenses and ID 
cards let people re-enter the 
United States form Canada, 
Mexico and the Caribbean at 
land or sea crossings in com- 
pliance with federal regula- 
tions that took effect June !. 

Applicants must be a U.S. 
citizen and a Michigan resi- 
dent. They also must have a 
driving record that does not 
prevent them from legally 
operating a motor vehicle. 
Customers receive their new 
enhanced license or ID in the 
mail within two to three 
weeks. The Secretary of 
State’s Office offers the 
enhanced driver’s license 
and ID as an alternative to 
the standard license and ID. 


To apply, a person must pre- 
sent documentation of: 

A valid Social Security 
number, such as a Social 
Security card. 

U.S. citizenship, such as 
an original or certified birth 
certificate. 

Identity, such as a 
Michigan license or state [D 
card. 

Residency, such as a 
Michigan license or state ID 
card. 

An applicant’s full name 
and date of birth should 
match on identity and citi- 
zenship documents. If an 
applicant’s legal name is dif- 
ferent from what is shown 
on his or her citizenship doc- 
uments, he or she must pre- 
sent proof of the name 
change, such as an original 
marriage license, divorce 
decree or court order. 

The enhanced license 
costs $45 and the ID card is 
available for $30. Residents 
who are blind, or age 65 or 
older pay a reduced fee of 
$20 for the ID card.

begotten Son, that whosoev- 
er believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life” He assured us in 
verse 17 that He sent His 
Son to save us, and not to 
condemn us. 

This gives us assurance 
of salvation in Acts 2:21: 
“2tAnd it shall come to 
pass, that whosoever shall 
call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” 
“15 Whosoever shall confess 
that Jesus is the Son of God, 
God dwelleth in him, and he 
in God.” (1 John 4:15), 
“tWhosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is born of 
God: and every one that 
loveth him that begat loveth 
him also that is begotten of 
him.” (ft John 5:1). 

While the gospel is to 
whosoever will, and humans 
are individually responsible 
to accept Jesus Christ as

Written agreement saves 
millage for county road 


repair, maintenance 


Continued from 1A 

July 1, local officials 
learned that the city leaders 
hoped to tap the county 
millage to offset the cost of 
repair and maintenance 
major streets within the city 
limits from an article pub- 
lished in the May 7 edition 
of the Crawford County 
Avalanche. .The funds city 
officials were seeking to 
obtain would have been 
from taxes collected from 
city property owners for the 
county road millage. 

City officials were citing 
Public Act 238 of 1909, bet- 
ter known as the Public 
Highways and Private 
Roads Act, which governs 
the allocation and,use of tax 
revenues after a tax levy is 
submitted to the electorate. 

The state law says that all 
tax funds allowed to be cap- 
tured by a millage or bond 
issue should go to the coun- 
ty treasurer. Exceptions are 
made, however, for the 
amount of county primary 
roads and major streets 
within cities and villages. In 
addition, the statute says 


that revenues shall be dis-. 


tributed to cities and vil- 
lages for the proportion of 
State equalized values each 
jurisdiction has compared 
to the state equalized values 
of unincorporated areas: in 
the county. The City of 
Grayling was incorporated 
from being a village to city 
in 1935, Finally, city offi- 
cials argued that taxes col- 
lected from city property 
owners should not go to 
subsidize roads in the town- 
ships. 


,The Crawford. County, 
Board of Commissioners” 


said it would not levy the 
millage if an agreement 
between the city and road 


commission was not 
reached. 

Last week, the Crawford 
County Board of 


Commissioners received an 
opinion from David Stoker, 


an attorney for the county. 

Stoker said no language 
in the state statute prohibit- 
ed an agreement being 
reached after _ ballot 
approval. Also, Stoker said 
to apply pre-election 
requirements into statutory 
language would impede the 
ability of local jurisdictions 
from reallocating the funds 
based on the annual needs 
for projects. Stoker added it 
is likely that such flexibility 
in one of the purposes of 
allowing the exception from 
the fixed statutory alloca- 
tion structure. 

Stoker said a lawsuit 
between the City of South 
Haven and the Van Buren 
County Road Commission, 
which involved a similar 
legal squabble, served as a 
precedent 
Michigan Supreme Court. 
The case was decided in 
2007. 

Gerald Brabant, the attor- 
ney for the City of 
Grayling, conferred that the 
county could not levy the 
millage if there was no 
agreement or without a for- 
mula for disbursement of 
the funding. Finally, 
Brabant said the city had no 
claim to the funds and the 
amount of tax dollars is 
capped be the language of 
the ballot proposal. 

“There is no way to undo 
that little © quandary,” 
Brabant said. 

Stoker said the allocation 
agreement needed to a bi- 
lateral agreement approved 
by both parties. The city 
will be held harmless from 
any liability regarding the 
issues.

Stoker, however, recom- 
mended that there should be 
an agreement between the 
county board and the road 
commission that the road

Don Babcock, managing 
director for the Crawford 
County Road Commission, 
said the road commission 
could' now focus on fixing 
county roads since the 
agreement was in place. 

“We're certainly pleased 
to get this resolved so we 
can Start planning and get- 
ting some road improve- 
ments done,” Babcock said. 

Ken Riehle, chairman of 
the road commission, said 
the agreement means that 
funds can now be spent on 
road repairs and mainte- 
nance instead of on legal 
advice. ° 

“If this wasn't the out- 
come, we would have lost 
about $3 million over the 
next five years,” Riehle 
said. “Now, the money can 
be spent on improving our 
roads.” 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
was scheduled to meet 
Tuesday 
approve. agreements 
between the county and the 
road commission. .The 
board also planned to give 
the green light to have the 
toad millage levied along 
with other county taxes. 

“We're thankful the city 
worked with us through 
these issues and now we 
can apply that money. to 
much needed repairs for our 
roads,” said Dave 
Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, _,.,, 

McClain said the council 
members have had a lot of 
anxious moments over the 
past several weeks over the 
road millage issue. She 
added that City Manger 
David Thayer, who became 
aware of a similar issue 
involving Boyne City and

The city council amended 
its budget Monday to 
remove $63,732 from its 
major streets fund. Thayer 
said he will review the bud- 
get in January to determine 
how the city will fill the 
budget hole. 

Wellman said he was 
hoping a more equitable 
solution could be reached 
between city, road commis- 
sion and county officials. 

“Taxes are a very serious 
business, and | believe the 
best way to fix the flawed 
ballot proposal was to start 


over with a new ballot issue - 
that follows the law,” 


Wellman said. “What hap-
